for  sale  yesterday,  wliicli  uouM  luive 
been  worth  about  at  St.  Louis.  'I'lie 
owner  a.^ked  6100  lor  him  and  was  of- 
fered fuoO,  but  declined  tlieullor.  The 
best  saddle  or  h.irite!>s  horses,  I  am  told, 
bring  from  live  to  viglil  hundred  dol- 
lars. Milch  cows  sell  about  as  high  iu 
proportion  as  horses.  A  good  Ameri- 
can milch  cow  is  worth  here  $150, 
whilst  you  can  buy  the  best  CaliforDia 
co*vs  for  tweuty-five  or  thirty.  The 
difference  in  value  proceeds  from  the 
fact,  that  the  Mexican  cows  are  never 
well  tamed  ;  but  are  so  wild  and  in- 
tractable thdt  ills  almost  iin|)o>&ible  to 
milk  them,  ^^hen  the  Mexicans  inilii 
:heir  cows,  (which  is  not  very  olieii,) 
ih'.'y  first  throw  a  lariat  over  their 
horug,  and  llieu  tigli  tneir  iiind  legs 
tightly  together,  alter  which  they  fiis- 
teu  the  end  of  the  tail  to  the  rope 
which  confines  the  leg!).  The  process 
of  milking  is  then  perlornied  with  much 
difficulty,  after  sundry  plunges  from 
the  cow,  and  various  kicks  and  blows 
from  the  attendants.  Speaking  of 
horses  and  cows,  reminds  me  that  there 
are  sundry  sharp  speculators  here,  who 
are  watching  with  eagerness  for  the  ar- 
rival ol  tile  over-land  euiigranls,  witli 
a  view  to  meet  tliein  on  llu-  frontiers  of 
this  State,  expecting  to  find  their  stock 
in  bad  condition,  and  that  the«migrauts 
bciMf  i(aorant  of  California  prices,  cap- 


ital bargains  may  be  had  iu  the  purchase 
of  their  horses  and  cows.  Fhave  heard 
the  inquiry  often  made  since  I  arrived, 
whether  the  emigrants  across  the  plains 
would  bring  much  stock  with  them — 
and  it  has  been  more  than  once  sug- 
gested in  my  pre.>euce,  what  large  pro- 
fits might  be  made,  by  meeting  them 
far  out  on  the  frontier  and  buying  their 
slock.  1  ain  told  '.here  are  large  num- 
bers of  speculators,  or.  the  lookout  fur 
these  operations.  If  some  inan  of  cap- 
ital ill  Missouri  or  Illinois,  v.'ould  bring 
out  here  a  large  number  of  horses  Or 
cattle,  and  keep  them  here  for  one  year 
after  his  arrival,  so  as  to  fatten  them 
upon  the  grass  or  wild  oats,  (which 
could  be  done  with  little  or  no  expense,) 
I  do  not  doubt,  that  he  would  realize 
immense  profits. 

Another  thing  strikes  one  with  sur- 
prise here,  to- t\it  the  large  number  of 
fine  hacks,  carriag.o  and  bng;;ifs  which 
are  seen  in  the  streets.  I  am  told  that 
of  a  Sunday  afternoon  tli<  re  may  be 
seen  on  the  road  to  the  Mission,  which 
is  about  three  miles  from  the  city,  not 
less  than  fifty  or  GO  carriaL;e3  and  bug- 
gies. They  have  here  also  hut  omnibus 
lines,  and  as  good  stage  coaches  as  can 
be  found  anywhere. 

The  rents  here  are  enormously  high. 
Good  fire  proof  stores,  in  good  locali- 
ties, rent  at  from  fire  hundred  to  a  thou- 
sand dollars  per  month;  lawyers' and 
doctors*  offices  at  from  one  hundred  to 
a  hundred  and  fifty  per  month,  and 
dwellings  at  about  the  same  rate.  Tbe 
best  hotels  are  worth  from  fifteen  hun- 
dred lo  two  thousand  dollars  per  monlh, 
and  ll'.e  merest  sliun ly  iu  any  part  of 
the  city  will  bring  fif'.y  dollars  per 
month.  It  is  said,  however,  rentrj  are 
falling';  but  I  ihink  there  can  be  no 
material  diminution,  so  lun^jas  tin?  em- 
igration continues  as  great  as  it  n.>\v  is, 
and  the  rewards  of  labor  remain  at  their 
present  high  standard. 

Persons  in  all  departments  of  business 
appear  to  be  prospering,  and  trade,  in 
all  its  rami licaliuus,  seems  to  be  ex- 
tremely animated.  The  only  persons 
here,  'vlio  appear  to  lack  (■mpioynient, 
are  the  Doctors.  Tiie  clinMte  is  so 
very  healthy,  lluit  they  lin  i  little  or 
iiotliiijg  to  do,  except  atnun^  transient 
persons  and  newly  arrived  emigrants, 
who  have  .'iiifiered  by  long  cnn linjnieii:. 
on  ship-board.  It  is  evid  ntly  a  poor 
country  lor  Doctors,  of  whom  tliero  are 
a  multitude  here,  and  very  few  of 
whom  1  think  are  getting  rich.  1  do 
not  kno'v  how  many  are  here ;  but 
from  the  num'j  r  of  signs  to  be  seen  in 
all  the  priiijipal  streets,  there  must  be 
several  iiiiiulred.  1  nndi  r>taii(l  the  bar 
is  highly  resp;'ctalile  in  tulriil,  and  there 
arc  many  lawyers  here  wlio  have  occu- 
pied higli  pcisitions  in  the  older  States. 
Amongst  thi'S>  w!io  are  best  known  to 
the  public,  are  (i  n.  McDougtl,  lor- 
merly  Attoni'-y  ti  '.ncral  of  llliiio  s, 
Patrick  W.  Tompliins  of  Mississippi, 
Robert  McLane  of  Maryland,  Governor 
Smith,  generally  known  as  Extra  Billy 
Smith,  of  ..Virginia,  Isaac  £.  Holmes 
of  South  Carolina.  Gen.  Wilson  of  New 
Ha;npshire.  Judges  Morse  and  McHenry 
of  Louisiana,  Gen.  Thomas  of  the  sime  \ 
Slate,  Gen.  John  Wilson  of  Missouri. ' 
and  various  oih.  is  whose  nam'  >  I  cm- 
nol  now  enumerate,  though  they  are  I 
quite  as  well  and  favorably  known  as  | 
those  I  have  :;a;nod.  j 

Th-.  price  fur  bua-d  and  lodging  at! 
the  "  Oriental  "  is  twenty-five  dollars  1 
per  week,  and  for  board  without  lo  lg-j 
ing  eighteen  dollars  per  week.  To' 
new  comers  these  prices  appear  most] 
exorbitant,  and  yet  when  the  expense 
of  conduf^ting  such  an  establishment 
here  is  considered,  they  will  not  ap- 
pearout  of  proportion  toother  charges. 
The  proprietor  pavs  $50  per  montb  to 
each  of  his  waiters,  and  -$250  per  month 
to  his  lii-aJ  cooks.    I'olulofS  cost  him 
from   three  to  si.v  cents    per  pound  ; 
butter,  §1  DO;  lard,  45  to  50  cents; 
beef,  15  ciiils  ;   pork,  40  rents;  mut- 
ton, 15  to  55  cents;  venison,  §6  to  $15 
each;  elk,  81=);  salmon,  12  cents  per 
pound;  other  .Isii  25  cents  per  pound  ;  I 
cabbages,  from  25  cents  to  81  each;! 
chickens,  $2  to  $3  each  ;  turkeys.  ^1  \ 
to  $10  each  ;  geese,  93  a  pair ;  brant, 
(I  50  a  pair ;  plover,  $4  per  dozen  ; 
curlew,  85  per  dozen,  quails.  $5  per 
dozen  ;  eggs  are  worth  from  $1  50  to 
83  per  dozen,  and  as  most  persons  are 
very  fond  ol  this  expensive  article,  they 
are  never  put  upon   the   table,  unless 
especially  ordered,  nnd   then   an  extra 
charge  is  made    of  25   cents   for  eacli 
egg.      If   you  call    fur    eggs  at  the 
breakfast,    you  are   furnislud   by  llie 
waiter  with  a  card  and  pencil,  in  the 
same  nnniicr  us  if  you  had  called  for  a 
bottle  of  wine.    When  it  is  remem- 
bered that  the  soil  of  California  is  one 
of  the  most  productive  on  earth,  and 
that  all  the  necessaries  of  life  are  produ- 
ced here  with  less  labor^than  anywhere 
else,  one  cannot  but  be  astonished  at 
these  cnoiiuous  price.'.  But,  on  the  oth- 
er hand,  it  is  io  be  recollected  iltai  there 
is  no  place  in  the  world   where  mon-jy 
is  so  abundant,  and  hbor  so  valuable, 
as  in  California.    Every  hodman  l!iat 
carries   the  biick   an  I  tnortar   on  bis 
shoulder  for  tlie  builder,    receives  here 
five  dollars  per  day  for  his  labor,  and 
that,  I  understand,  is  the  lowest  price 
for  which  day  laborers  can  be  had  here. 
In  the  mines,  every  able-bodied  man 
may  earn  with  certainty  five  dollars 
per  day,  with  a  chance  for  a  much  lar- 
ger sum.  It  is  not  surprising,  then,  that 
those  who  expend  their  time  and  labor 
in  agricultural  pursuits,  should  expect 
to    be  liberally    p;iid   for  them.  Init 
from  the  best  tuformation  1  can  obtain, 
I  am  convince, I  ihal  larmin^  and  gar- 
dening is  now  the  niosi  profitable  busi- 
ness iu  California.    VViiU  the  immense 
emigration  now  coming  to  tkia  Stale, 


the  demand  for  food  must  increase  in- 
stead of  diminishing,  and  whilst  the 
miners  continue  to  realize  as  large  pro- 
fits as  they  now  dd',  only  a  compara- 
tively small  number  will  engage  in  ag- 
riculture. These  causes  (vill  iuall  piub- 
ability,  ket».p  prices  up  to  their  present 
standard  lor  some  time  to  come.  Be- 
fore 1  left  St.  Louis,  I  had  heard  very 
mar  ve!  Ions  accoun  ts  of  the  fertility  of 
the  soil  of  Cdlilornia  and  of  the  enor- 
mous size  of  the  vegetebles  grown  here; 
but  1  confess  I  was  not  entirely  credu- 
lous of  these  statements,  until  I  came 
here.  But  I  have  seen  iu  the  market 
here,  such  vegetables  as  can  be  found 
no  wheri  else  in  tbe  Uuited  Stales — 
beets,  turnips,  potatoes,  cabbages,  on- 
ions and  cauliflower  of  the  moat  enor- 
mons  aite  and  Of  the  Snast  quality. — 
And  I  am  assured  that  vegetables  re- 
quire less  cultivation  here,  to  produce 
them  in  perfection,  thanai  any  other 
place  in  the  Union.  Some  idea  may  be 
lormed  of  the  productiveness  of  the  soil 
and  its  adaption  to  the  growth  of  small 
grain,  from  the  fact,  that  il  will  bring 
Iroin  fifty  to  seventy-five  bushels  oi 
'  wheat  or  ba rley  to  tiie  acre,  and  will 
biiiig  a  second  crop  of  forty  or  fifty 
bushels  without  re-sowing,  and  a  third 
crop  in  like  manner,  of  twenty-five  or 
thirty  bushels.  So  that  when  once 
sown,  it  will  producn  three  successive 
crops,  before  it  is  re-sown.  1  waa  al- 
most incredulous  of  this  fact,  nntil  1 
was  assured  of  it,  by  gentlemen  of  the 
most  unquestionable  veracity.  I  have 
not,  a?  yet,  bsen  out  of  the  city  since 
my  arrival  ,  but  1  learn  from  reliable 
sources,  that  liiere  are  portions  of  this 
•Slate,  which  for  the  pruducli  venesi 
of  the  soil,  the  deliginful  temperature 
of  the  climate  and  the  picturesque 
beauty  of  the  scenery,  excel  any  portion 
of  the  continent.  The  valley  of  S  111 
Jose  which  is  a6out  fifty  miles  south 
of  this  place,  is  reprcaented  as  a  sec- 
ond Eden,  whilst  Nappa  Valley  is  con- 
sidered scarcely  inferior  to  it.  I  am 
assured  that  in  these  valleys  there  is 
scarcely  any  Variation  in  the  tempera- 
lnr>',  an>l  that  a  perpeUial  spring  pre- 
vails, whilst  the  soil  is  fertile  almost 
bevond  belief,  and  the  i*cenery  as  beau- 
tiful as  can  be  iniagiuetl.  They  arc- 
now  b-'coming  densely  populated,  ant!  ' 
ate,  doubtless,  the  ino.st  desirable  por- ' 
lions  of  California.  To  me,  who  have 
been  accustomed  to  the  variable  wea- 
ther of  the  Western  Stales,  the  climate 
of  this  city  appeaia  delicious  beyond 
measure.  The  forenoons  are  certainly 
as  delightful  as  it  it  is  possible  to  con- 
ceive of ;  but  in  the  afternoon  •  atrong 
sea  breeze  prevails,  which  renders  it 
som.'what  chilly,  whilst  the  nights  are 
j  ist  cool  enough  10  be  invigofatiiu  an  I 
localise  one  to  sleep  soundly  and  com- 
forlably  under  a  blanket.  That  it  is  a 
perfectly  healthy  climate  is  conclusive- 
Iv  proved  by  the  bills  of  inort\lily  here. 
In  this  city,  with  a  population  ol  over 
thirty  thousand,  the  deaths  avera,'e  on 
ly  about  six  per  week,  whilst  iu  St. 
Louis,  with  a  population  of  ninety 
thousand,  they  range  from  fifty  to  two 
hundred  pel  week.  There  are  tome  very 
curious  phenomena,  however,  in  the 
climate  of  California;  for  example,  the 
months  t\hicb  in  the  Atlantic  States 
are  the  hottest  In  the  year,  to-wit  July 
and  August,  are  here  the  cool-^st  and 
most  unpleasiul.  with  strong  winds. — 
I  learn  also  there  is  another  fact  whicli 
is  undeniably  true,  to-wit,  that  in  the 
vory  midst  of  the  dry  season,  when  there 
has  been  no  rain  for  months,  the  springs 
become  swollen  and  overflow  their 
usual  beds.  This  occurs  annually,  in 
the  dryest  part  of  the  aeason.  These 
phenomena  may  afford  themes  to  philos- 
ophers for  many  curious  speculations. 


Beauties  or  the  Ohio.  —  -\  writer  in 
Harper,  who  has  evidently  been  a  trav- 
eler, speaks  in  this  wise  of  our  river. — 

'If  tbe  reader  has  ever  loitered  among 
the  green  hill  slopea  of  Northern  De- 
vonshire, he  may  form  therefrom  a  just, 
though  a  miniature  idea  of  those  green 
billows  of  land,  which  drop  the  AUegha- 
ny  heights  to  the  borders  of  Oliio. 

And  as  for  that  far-weot«ru  stream, 
wliich  the  French  called,  with  a  fitness 
of  calling  we  rarely  cherish,  la  btllc  rc- 
vierc — its  banks  are  all  a  won  It-r,  and 
its  islands  floating  wonders.  The  tim-J 
is  not  faraway  when  ine  loiterers  of  the 
civilized  world  who  have  not  drank  ii. 
the  beauties  that  hedge  the  Ohio  banks, 
ami  mirror  themselves  iu  the  placid 
Ohio  water,  will  be  behind  their  pro- 
fession. 

The  Rhine  and  the  Hudson  have  each 

tluir  beauties;  nud  so  has  Lake  George, 
with  its  black  mountain  lying  gaunt 
upon  the.  waters;  out  tin:  Ohio,  wiliiits 
bordering  hills,  f..t  au  I  feriil-:  lo 
their  very  summits  — various  iu  oulline.> 
as  are  summer  shadows — and  with  its 
rich  drooping  foi.iage,]touching  the  wa- 
ter, and  its  islands  seeming  to  float  in  the 
stillness— and  its  bordering  towns  ol 
modest  houses  sprinkling  the  bauksaud 
dotting  the  alluvial  edge,  and  all  mirror- 
ed, as  clearly  as  your  lace  in  your  morn- 
ing glass,  upon  the  bright  steal  surface 
that  shines  ihiough  a  thousand  miles  of 
country — is  worthy  of  as  houorable 
mention  as  any  river  :hat  liow-;. 

We  see.  in  no  very  distant  future, 
the  time  when  rutsburgh  packets  will 
show  companies  of  ploasure-seokers, 
who  will  luxuriate  in  the  picturesque- 
iieosof  the  Kentucky  and  Ohio  shores, 
as  they  now  luxuriate  alon^  ^he  Hud- 
son 01  the  Rhine.

Uo- 
dismayed,  the  French  troops  marshalled 
into  five  invincible  squares, mi rched  on.

Napaleon  must  march  upon  these  en- 
trenchments, behind  which  twenty-fuur 
thousand  men    were  stationed,  uitli 
their  artillery  and  niuskfiry,  lo  fcweeji 
hia  raaka,  and  a  formittable    bo.ly  of 
horaemen,  on  fler-t  and  powerful  Arabi- 
an ateeda,  awaiting  the  onset  and  ready 
to  aeiae  upon  the  felightest  indication  of  ^ 
confnaion.  to  plunge  with  all  tha  fury 
whicto  fatalism  can  inspire,  apon  his 
bleeding  and  mangled  squares.

But  as  Napoleon   sat    upon  his 
iiurse.U!  thf?  centre  of  one  of -th"  squares, 
and  careiuUy  ex;tniiaed  wi'.h  his  teles- 
cope lh3  d i-sposiiion  of  his  enemy,  no 
one  cnnKl  discern  the  slightest  trace  of 
uneasiness.

wildered  with  terror,  s  -t-,.  in^',  to  escape 
from  their  leirib'e  fo-s.  TiiousanvU 
plunged  into  tii?  river  and  endeavored 
to  escape  by  swimming  to  the  opposite 
shore.  But  a  shower  of  bull-'is,  like 
hailstones,  fell  upoo  them,  and  the 
wares  of  the  Nile  were  crimsoned  with 
blood  Othera  aought  the  desert,  a 
wild  and  rabble  rout.  Tha  victors  v  ith 
their  accustomed  celerity  pursued,  pit- 
ilessly pouring  into  the  dense  masses 
of  their  flying  foes  the  mo3t  terri- 
ble dischnrge  of  their  artillery  and  mus- 
ketrv.  The  route  was  complete — the 
carnage  a  wful.  The  sun  had  hardly 
reached  the  meridiar.,  bjfore  the  whole 
embattled  host  had  disappeared,  and  the 
plain  as  fares  the  eye  could  reach  was 
strewn  With  the  dead  and  dying. 

The  cHmp,  with  ail  its  Oriental 
wealth,  fell  into  the  hands  of  the  vtciOis; 
and  the  soldiera  enriched  them- 
selves with  its  profusion  of  splendid 
shawls,  magnificent  weapons,  Arabian 
horses,  and  purses  filled  with  gold. 
The  Mamelukes  were  apcnstomed  to 
lavish  great  wealth  in  the  decoration 
of  their  persons,  an.l  to  carry  with 
them  lar^e  Eiitns  of  money.  The  gold 
and  the  irappint;s  found  upon  the  body 
of  each  .Mameluke,  were  worlh  from 
twelve  hundred  to  two  thousand  dollars. 
Besides  those  who  were  slain  upon  the 
field,  more  than  a  thousand  of  these 
formidable  horsemen  were  drowned  in 
the  Nilf.  For  many  days  the  soldiers 
employed  themselves  in  fishing  up  the 
rich  booty,  and  the  French  camp  bras 
filled  to  abundance.  This  moitaangui- 
iiary  battle  cost  the  French  scarcely 
one  hundred  men  in  killed  and  wound- 
ed. More  than  ten  thousand  of  the 
enemy  perished.  Na poleon  gazed  with 
admiration  upon  the  bravery  which 
these  proud  horseman  displayed. — 
'•Could  1  have  united  the  .Mameluke 
horsemen  to  the  French  infantry,"  said 
he,  -'I  should  h-ive  reckoned  mjaelf  aaa- 
ter  of  the  worlu.'^
